Washington, April i9.—Resolutions 
calling upon congress to enact legisle- 
tion in which organized labor is inter- 
ested was adopted at a masg meeting 
at Columbia theater tonight. The reso- 
lutions declare that those 
who vote against the measures de- 
manded by labor will be placed on the 
“blacklist,” and every effort be made 
to prevent their success in the political 
field. ’

Immediate Action Demanded. 


Chicago, April 19.—At a meeting of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor today, res- 
olutions were passed iprotesting against 
alleged* hostility and indifference of con- 
gress to demands of working men. In- 
cluded in the resolutions was a petition 
for the immediate passage of the Dill 
amending the Sherman law and of the 
bill limiting the power of courts to is- 
sue injunctions in labor disputes. ‘ne 
resolutions declare for individual and 
collective political action In favor of 
only such candidates for president, rep- 
resentatives and senators ag will give 
unqualified support to the demands of 
labor. The action was taken at the re- 
question of Samuel Gompers.

High-Handed Action by Turkey. 


Considerable irritation has been feit 
here also over the murder of an Ital- 
lan. missionary in Tripoli, and the _per- 
Secution by the Ottoman authorities of 
natives who have sold land to Italians, 
but the present action of the Italian 
government is based primarily on the 
postoffice question. With regard to 
this, however, the Turkish ambassa- 
dor gn Rome has pointed out in an in- 
terview that his government has in no. 
instance granted to the countries in 
question such privilege, although it 
has “tolerated” the postoffices which 
they have maintained. 

For years it has been felt in gov- 
ernment circles in Rome that Turkey 
has been taking advantage of the in- 
ternational situation to act in,a high- 
handed manner towards Italians, 
Showing but little respect for Italian 
This government, it is stated, 
indulgent, not wishing to 
complications which might en- 
danger the accord of the powers with 
regard to the Ottoman or Balkan 
problems. 


Turkey Didn't Expect Force. 


Apparently Turkey came to the con- 
clusion that the Italian government 
would never resort to extreme meas- 
ures, in view of the fact that the 
Macedonian problem is pending, for the 
settlement of which the accord of the 
powers ts indispensable, and she went 
so far as to order detachments of 
troops to guard the Italian postoffces 
and thus prevent the work from being 
carried on. To this provocation, the 
Italian’ administration felt that it 
could only reply with coercive meas- 
ures, in order to protect the dignity of 
Italy and safeguard her rights. 

Great satisfaction is felt here, and 
if is stated that al!l-the powers have 
approved Italy’s decision to take re- 
course to force, if necessary, to protect 
her interests, which is an indication 
that they believe Italy has no inten- 
tion of permanent territorial ocoupa- 
tion.

UN RURAL ROUTES 


Scheme |s Favored by the 
Postmaster General, 


BOON TOCOUNTRY MERCHANT 


And Also to the Farmer—Postmas- 
ter General Says the Establish- 
ment of Parcel Post Would 
Wipe Out the Postal 
Deficit. 


Washington. April 19.—‘The post- 
master general is calling the attention 
of congress to the fact that the estab- 
lishment of a special local parcel post 
on rural routes would wipe out the 


postal deficit,” says a statement given 
out at the department, “and would tend 
to make the rural free delivery selif- 
sustaining, besides being a boon to 
the farmer and the retail country mer- 
chant. , 

“There are now in operation 38,038 ru- 
ral routes, serving a population of fif- 
teen million souls, and should an aver- 
age of five |ii-pound packages be car- 
ried on each trip throughout the year, 
it is estimated that fifteen million dol- 
lars would be realized and the net re- 
turn to the government would be more 
than sufficient to equal the deficit.” 

A statement issued by the postmas- 
ter general, giving the postal receipts 
for March, 1907, shows a decrease of 
$260,957, or 3.11 per cent at the largest 
fifty postoffices. 


MEANING OF RESURRECTION 
FROM A UNITARIAN VIEW 


Rev. A. T. Bowser Preaches at the 
First Unitarian Charch 
on Easter. 


At the First Unitarian church yes- 
terday morning, the Rev. Alexander T. 
Bowser preached on “The Meaning of 
the Resurrection of Jesus, and Its Les- 
sons to Us,’ taking his text from I 
Corinthians, xv, !6—“If the dead rise 
not; then is not Christ raised.’ 

After giving a brief account of the 
Origin and history of Christian belief 
in the resurrection, Mr. Bowser con- 
tinued in part as follows: . 

“Without doubt the resurrection of 
Jesus is surrounded with mystery— 
such tmpenetrable mystery that in- 
creasingly large numbers of thought- 
ful people fing themselves unable to 
believe it at all. They think it a vio- 
lation of the laws of nature, and, there- 
fore impossible. And it certainly would 
be an infringement of natural law, if 
by rising from the dead it is meant 
that his lifeless body was resuscitat- 
ed. This would be opposed to all hu- 
man experience. But there is positive- 
ly nothing to show that by the resur- 
rection the apostles thought that Jesus 
had come back from the _ spiritual 
world to reinhabit his cast-off body of 
flesh and blood. Moreover, if this is 
what His rising means, it avails noth- 
ing. It does not prove the immortality 
of the soul; because, you see, in an 
earthly body Jesus would still have re- 
mained subject to the laws of physical 
life, and therefore would die again, 
soon or late. But the disciples believ- 
ed that their master was entirely freed 
from the laws and limitations of phys- 
ical existence. Thus they said: ‘We 
know that Christ, having been raised 
from the dead, will not die again: 
death has power over Him no longer.”’ 
If He had only reappeared in His for- 
mer body, as Lazarus is said to have 
returned, then, like Lazarus, He would 
die again, and the resurrection would 
reveal nothing concerning the higher 
life beyond the grave, 


Story of Lazarus. 


“Indeed, the more I think about the 
story of Lazarus, the less am I inclined 
to believe that the truth underlying 
it is that his body was brought to life 
again, after disintegration had set in. 
The true meaning of that beautiful ex- 
perience in the homes of Jesus’ dear- 
est friends, as I read the accdunt in 
John, is that through His profound 
conviction of the soul’s enduring vital- 
ity, the great teacher was able to make 
the continued existence of Lazarus so 
real to those heart-broken sisters that 
they actually saw their lost brother in 
the higher life, and were satisfied. 
Their spiritual eyes were so opened, as 
they fistened to Jesus, that they per- 
ceived the world of spirit lying al! 
about them, and Lazarus was there as 
real to the vision of the soul as he 
had ever been to their outward sight. . 

“To Martha, weeping for her dead 
brother, Jesus said: ‘I am the resur- 
rection and the life.” The  sorrow- 
stricken sister had alawys supposed 
that the resurrection was something 
she would experience “at the last day;” 
but Jesus thought of it as the pre- 
dominance of a spiritual element in 
the soul over which death had no pow- 
er. And yet, strange to say, the vast 
majority of Christian people, to this 
day, take Martha’s view in preference 
to that of Jesus. According to the al- 
most untversal belief of the church, the 
resurrection is a coming back to this 
bodily life, a rising out of the grave 
at the last day. This view, however. 
is in direct opposition to the plain 
teaching of the Christ, that there is no 
death for those who have His faith 
in God, and whose souls are inspired 
with His conviction of kinship to the 
heavenly Father. Thus He says: ‘He 
who believes in me, though he died. 
he will live; and every one who is 
ative and believes in me will never 
die at alli.” 3 

“To St. Paul, likewise, the resurrec- 
tion meant an experience in this pres- 
ent life through which we become 
conscious of a vital force within our-

Hence he spoke of the members of the 
churches as already risen with Christ 
through faith. The Christ who had 
gone out ef sight was still with them 
as a spiritual influence. In the apos- 
tles thought the resurrection had tak- 
en away the veil which usually hides 
the heavenly world from mortal sight, 
and had made this world and that as 
one to the gplritual consciousness. 
Thus he regarded the resurrection, not 
as a violation of the laws of nature, 
but as a revelation of a law of the 
soul which had hitherto remained un- 
discovered. ‘AS in Adam all die, even 
so in Christ shall al He mad alive.’ 
‘Adam’ here represents the merely 
physical element in human life which 
is subject to the known laws of change, 
decay and death. Thus, as Adam died, 
so all will die But the Christ repre- 
sents the principle of spiritual energy 
in the soul, which death cannot touch; 
and, just as it had no power over 
Him, so it cannot have power over hig 
disciples. Therefore His resurrection 
illustrates the universal law that 
death is nothing to the soul, save only 
a step in its progress, the means of 
its promotion from one class to a high- 
er class in God's schoo) of life. 

“What, then, is the lesson of the 
resurrection of Jesus to us? It is 
this: That life is stronger than death; 
that the soul is not conquered when 
the body dies, but through the shadows 
of the grave rises to a higher and 
better state of existence; and. that 
heaven is not far away above the aky, 
but a world of spiritual life and love 
and power right around us here. 

“Help us, our Father, to keep 
door of the sou! open at all times to 
the incoming of Thy spiri, that we may 
share with Jesus in the experience 
which belongs to all Thy children, of 
rising. even while on earth, into tne 
life of love and truth and earnest en- 
deavor that knows no death, but grows 
fuller and stronger with every added 
year, until at length it bursts forth 
in’ the power and beauty of the heav- 
enly world..—Amen.”

Plethora of Funds Feature of 
Financial Situation, 


INTEREST RATE VERY LOW 


Shrinkage of Trade Activity, How- 
Deprives Ease of Money

Market of Much of Its 

vorable Effect—Gold 
Going Abroad, 


New York, April 19.—Growing ease 
and plethora of funds on the New York 
money market was the marked feature 
of the financial situation last week. 
With the middle monthly disbursements 
of dividends, a !-4 per cent interest 
rate was found necessary to effect the 
placing of funds on call, and 90-day 
loans fell below 3 per cent. The begin- 
ning of exports of gold was the natura] 
conseqivence of this condition, and a call 
from the United States treasury for the 
return of an inetal! ment of government 
deposits is not expected to have any 
material effect in stiffening money rates. 

That the plethoric condition of the 
money market is due in an important 
extent to the violent measures for re- 
lief taken in the throes of the panic last 
fall is true, but such shrinkage in trade 
activity is indicated, also to an extent 
which deprives the ease of money of 
much of its favorable effect. 

Gold to Go Abroad, 


Until last week's engagements of gold 
for export, there has been no return of 
any part of the $100,000,000 of the meial 
which was imported during the financial 
erisis last fall. The retention of this 
great fund of reserve money was facili- 
tated by the enormous merchandise ex- 
ports which went forward month after 
month in the process of liquidation to 
meet cash requirements. In March, for 
the first time since October, the value 
of-exports fell below those for the cor- 
responding period of last year. Although 
the shrinkage in value of imports has 
been much more violent, it is thought 
the outward movement of gold will at- 
tain considerable dimensions, The flow 
of funds to New York from the domestic 
interior. meanwhile. continues in un- 
abated voiume, and the surplus of the 
New York bank reserve is assuming an 
unwieldy volume. 

New Securities to Be Offered. 


Money market conditions, therefore, 
seem to be reaching the condition prom- 
ising success for new Offerings of Sse- 
curtties. The known necessities of the 


railroad corporations promise large is- | 


sues of new securities as soon as condi- 
tions become propitious. The Union Pa- 
cific, the Illinois Central, the Delaware 
and Hudson, the New York Central, the 
Interborough-Metropolitan, and s50mée 
minor companies have announced their 
plans already. Tenders for these issues 
wil] be awaited with great interest to 
indicate the course of the investment 
situation. A fact having some bearing 
on thig situation 
some of the railroads, privately, as re- 
ported last week, on temporary notes on 


which the interest rate is said to be 


(Onsiderably above the prevailing market 


rate. Aside from the needs of the cor- 
porations, the demand for loans is 
slight, and the ease of the money mar- 
ket is due to thig in equal part with 
the abundance of supplies. The course 
of earnings of the railroads has not 
turned for the better yet in sufficient 
degree to help their credit. in spite of 
the progress in cutting down expenses 
to meet the inroads on gross earnings. 
in Steel Orders. 


A fresh decline in orders for steel 
products, instability in the iron market, 
and continuous decline in prices of the 
copper market are a burden for hopeful 
sentiment to contend with. Recurring 
reports of am intended cut in prices of 
stee]) products have an unsettling effect 
in the trade, in spite of the expressed 
determination of the allied interests 
controlling the largest portion of the 
output to maintain prices. 

Crop prospects are of growing in- 
fluence on speculative sentiment. From 
the high promise of the condition on 
April |. shown by the government re- 
port. the need of moisture in some por- 
tions of the winter wheat belt indicated 
a possible deterioration, which made 
this influence an unfavorable one for 
the securities market last week. Deal- 
ings {in securities. however, were unim- 
portant. owing to the short week caused 
by the closing of the stock exchange on 
Friday and Saturday.

A curious misunderstanding of the 
proper use and enjoyment of parks was 
evidenced at Grant Park only two Sun- 
days ago.

How Citizens Help. 


Take the history of just one such 

society, the Fairmount 
Park Art Association of Philadelphia, 
which was onganized in 1871. This so- 
clety now has more than one thousand 
paying members, It agreed that a por- 
tion of the annual dues would be laid 
aside each year until the amount of 
$100,000 had been accumulated, that 
dues would then stop and that the in- 
ferest on this amount would be used 
in furthering the work of the associa- 
tion. In 1903 the $100,000 had been 
laid aside, but the sum for the sinking 
fund was increased. Last year, | am 
informed, the Fairmount Park Art As- 
sociation had $120,000 in bank, and the 
fund was still growing. 

AS a result of the work of this so- 
clety more than thirty works of art 
have been piaced in Fairmount Park. 
These include mainly sculpture ‘in stone 
and bronze, among them eight foun- 
tains. The annual report of this organ- 
iZation shows that ten of these works 
of art have been gifts from the eijti- 
zens of Philadelphia, which have been

For in- 
Stance, I.read that in Scranton, Pa., 
where a park was being outfitted, the 
citizens gave nearly everything. In 


York, Pa., I also learn a park was 
opened in 1898, and there individuals 
donated almost everything that was re. 
quired for it. A musical association 
donated the band stand, the mechanics! 
of the city gave an iron staff and a/! 
flag. the school children went Into the: 
park and planted the trees, and citl- 
zens gave the. benches and flowers. 
Even Nashville has a unique and beau- 
tiful band stand donated by ladies of 
the city. There is a very sharp con-' 
in Atianta. When anything ‘s 
wanted for the parks here the city not 
onlv has to pay, but must pay very 
heavily, and in many instances it looks: 
very much like overcharging. It seems

A Definite Policy. 


With the election of the park comm!s- 
sionere for long terms, especially if the 
terms were go fixed that only one or two 
changes each year could be made In the 
commission, the direct result would be 
the formation of a definte policy for the 
improvement of the parks of the city. 


It would then be possible to begin work} 


upon a given feature that would prob- 
ably require attention for a number of 
years before ite completion. At pres- 
ent each park commission must complete 
what it undertakes to do during the two 
years of ita existence, and it very intrte- 
quently happens that what one board 
does is not approved by the board which 
succeeda it, and the result is an entire 
change in molicy; the effect being to 
waste considerable money. An amusing 
and at the same time a regrettabie in- 
stance of this very thing occurred gsev- 
eral years ago.

The Prince of Wales. 


(From Current Literature for April.) 

With the arrival in Canada of that 
gracious prince who, iff he lives, is to 
ascend the throne of England as 
George V, the coming celebration of the 
three hundredth anniversary of the 
foundation of Quebec will assume tmpe- 
rial proportions. The government of 
the Dominion and the various pro- 
vinces have appropriated all told some- 
thing like a million dol.ars in one form 
or another for tercentenary festivals at 
Quebec and for the purchase of the bat- 
tlefield there,including the famous Pains 
of Abraham. Thus has the scheme to 
celebrate the three hundredth birthday 
of Canada evolved from a suggestion 
to raze the gaol which actually stands 
on the spot where Wolfe gave up his 
life. The only existing memorial lo 
Wolfe is a small column erected by 
the rank and file of the British regt- 
mente quartered in Canada some sixty 


years ago.

Such remarkable results have veen 
claimed for the so-called “Williamson 
method’ of corn culture by its author 
that many farmers, is presumed, are 
somewhat itmpatientiy waiting for re- 
ports from those who have tried it, 
especially reports of scientificaliy con- 
ducted tests made by experiment sta- 
tions All concerned will therefore be 
interested in reading Bulletin No. i3, 
issued by the South Carolina 
experiment station (Clemson coliege, 
Carolina)

above test there were nearly 
three and a half times more * fertilizer| 
applied on the Williamson plan piots 
than on the ordinary method plots. This 
increase in fertilizer was 255 per cent, 
yet the resuiting increased yield was 
only 37.5 per cent. 

The “conclusion” reached by the pro- 
fessor was as follows: 

CONCLUSION. 

“The 1907 resuits can ni no way be 
construed as conclueive, since the weath- 
er conditions, particularly as regards 
moisture, were abnormal. It is evident 
that the low rainfall of June and July 
Was more disastrous to the Williameor 
pian plots than to the ordinary method 
plots. Final conclusions cannot, with 
any degree of certainty, be reached until 
repeated triais have been made and un- 
der conditions more nearly normal! than 
those prevailing tn 1907.” 

Professor Newman has the spirit of 
true sclentifie inquiry and experiment, 
and his results of 1908 will be looked for 
with interest. R. J. REDDING.

BARREN. GRAPP VINE. 

A. Klersky, Vicksburg. Miss.-I have a 
seedling Concord grape vine 7 or 8 years old. 
It has never borne any fruit. Could you sug- 
gest some wayjof making it bear, and what 
is the reason for it not bearing? Any informa- 
tion willl be atipreciated 

Answer—Many varieties of grapes 
(like strawberries) are practically pis- 
tillae; that is, their stamens are so 
badiy reflexed, or curved backward 
that they cannot fertilize or impreg- 
Nate their own pistils. A few varieties 
sre staminer, having no pistil (em- 
bryo berry), and of course these can 
never be made to bear fruit. Most va- 
rieties in cultivation have perfect flow- 
ere and will bear full. bunches when 
planted alone or in blocks of only the 
one variety, and the original Concord 
is one of this kind. But yours, vou 
Say, 1s @ seedling of the Concord, and 
it is probable that it has lost its char- 
acte rof perfect flowers. and is either’ 
a fpistillate or a staminate. [f the 
former it should bear fairly full 
bunches {f other’ varieties. having 
either perfect or staminate flowers, are. 
grcwing near by. If vours !s a stami- 
nate there {is no help for it. If it ig a 
pistillate it may be induced to set frult 
by planting perfect or staminate flow- 
ered vines near it

BAGWORMS 
T. J. Doles, Dublin. Ga.—I am sending vou 
by today’s mail under separate wrapper some 
Insects I took from an apple tree and would 
thank you for any information and name of 
each. Are the two in small cases same as

Answer—The insects sent are the 
male and female of what is commonly 
known as “‘bag-worm,”’ but scientifically 
as thridopteryx emphemeraeformis. 
The small caterpillar is the male and 
the lange bag once contained the cry- 
salis of the female. but she has practi- 
cally laid eggs unto death, the eggs 
have hatched out and the voung cater- 
pillars might now be found feeding on 
the foliage of the apple tree, each with 
a small bag carried upright. Smith’s 
entogomogy says: “In the spring these 
eggs hatch and the little larvae make 
their way through the mouth of the bag 
and feed upon the leaves each at once 
constructing for itself a case made of 
leaf fragments held together with 
silken threads. At this time the?bags 
are carried upright. and the insects 
feed on the upper surface of the leaf. 
As the larva grows it enlarges its hab- 
itation, which soon becomes too heavy 
to be carried {n an upright position, 
and drops; the insect continues to feed. 
attaching the bag by means of silken 
threads to twigs when not moving 
about. Late in summer the larvae 
becomes full grown, and wander. 
sometimes leaving the trees altogeth>r 
and fastening to fences or other shel- 
ter in the vicinity. and it fs this habit 
that provides for the spread of the in- 
sects. When they have reached a 
place that suits them, the haewe are 
firmly fastened and the caterpillars 
change to pupae. The male soon comes 
out as a perfect moth. The § female 
does not come out at all but lavs 
many eggs and then dies." These bag- 
worms are sometimes quite destructive 
to arbor vitae trees. 

NUT GRASS—TO DESTROY CALOMEL FOR 
PEAR BLIGHT 

Mrs. S. D. Wooter. Milledgeville. ¢ 
not a@ farmer, but enjoy my 
rea dinquiries about nut ; 
to tell those interested that we have found a 
remedy where it is oonfined ¢) a medium- 
sized place. My son bought a Jot that joing 
our garden. It is about 6860x125 feet, I think. 
It was infested with nutgrase of many years 
standing. The owner put chickens in it and 
planted fruit trees. Not a sprig of nutgraas 
is to be found on the lot. I do not remem ber 
the exact time it took, but it was not over 
two or three years. Mr. Davis also bought a 
lot in which the grass had a strong hold. It 
waa also killed out by chickens in the vard. 
Another experiment I enfoyed recently that 
may help some readers. A pear tree in our 
garden had suffered many years from blight 
and was nearly dead. We bored a hole in 
the trunk of the tree and put tn calomel: | 
then corked it up. The calomel was ol4 and I 
put what was'‘left in the bottle on the roots. 
The tree ts very much revived with unusual 
follagg and quite a lot of healthy looking 
pears "on !t. We are hopeful that another 
year will entirely heal it. Thirty-five grains 
of calomel was the prescription fora dose, 
but I used more because !t was old. 

Comment: I personally know that 
chickens will destroy nut-graes if there 
be plenty of chickens and there he no 
other green food available. <A portion 
of the “back yard" of my home in Grif- 
fin was badly infected with Bermuda 
grass, Johnson grass and nut-grass. I 
fenced off part of it for a fowl yard in 
January. 1907, and stocked it with about 
twenty chickens At this time (I have 
just been out and examined) there can- 
not be found a single spear of Johnson 
grass or of nut-grass, but, the Bermuda 
is very luxuriant and happy. (By the 
way, it is the most valuable grass we 
have in the south.) 

Calomel, used as described, as a treat- 
ment for fire-blight of pears and ap- 
ples, has generally been pronounced of 
no avail by scientific horticulturists,

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WILD ONIONS AND MILK AND BUTTER. 

W. H. Herndon, Yorkville, S&S C.—Is there 
any remedy that can be used to give a milk 
cow that will kill the smell of wild onions in 
milk and butter? Some say that giving a 
cow molasség wil prevent {t. Easy to try it, 
but I have not. It looks like wild onions w!!l 
ruim some pastures, as they do not have cat- 
tle on them to kiN out the wild onions. 

Answer: Some years ago at the 
Georgia experiment station, we tried a 
preparation put up and sold by a Mrs. 
Lea, Petersburg, Va., with fairly satis- 
factory results. I do not recall the 
name of the stuff. nor am I certain that! 
it was Petersburg. [ think it was com-} 
posed chiefly of bone charcoal, common 
salt, and possibly a littie soda. It now 
occurs to me that the name of the 
preventive was ‘‘Lea’s Milk and Butter 
Purifier.”’

The 
resulting injury would not amount ™ 
enough, in any event, to justify a farm- 
er in postponing the work of clearing 
until fall or winter, if it suits his con- 
venience better to do it in spring and 
summer. I would not care to burn off 
the surface leaves until winter or 
spring.

am in trouble about my meat pickle. Several 
years ago I cut a recipe out of The Constitu- 
tion for pickling meat. To each 100 pounds 
cut in small strips 2% pounds brown sugar, 2 
ounces cream tartar, 8 pounds salt and 4 
gallons of water. I followed directions as to 
mixing and applying, but in about four 
weeks brine was molded on top. I took ovt 
all the meat and reboiled brine, took off all 
scum, cooled it and put it back over the meat, 
but {t still molds. Wt!l you kindly tell me 
what to do about it? I am afraid it. will 
cause the meat to spoil when warm weather 
comes. I have meat in large stone jars, 18 
weighted down good under brine and jar is 
covered good to keep out dust and tnsects, but 
is not airtight. 

Answer: It is possible that the mold 
that forms on the brine is due to the 
immediate. surroundings, such as are 
often found in an ordinary smokehouse 
or other store-room that is not kept 
sweet and free from germs. There 
would be no ‘harm in covering the jars 
with one or two thicknesses of ordinary 
wrapping paper. or even newspaper and 
tied securely. But you may prevent the 
growth of mold by putting a small 
quantity of oil of cloves, or oil of pep- 
permint, or oil of lavender, say % tea- 
spoonful to a 4-gallon jar, after having 
re-boiled and skimmed the brine.

Cc. B. F., Jay, Fla.—As I am a subscriber to 
The Constitution I would like a little informa- 
tion In the use of nitrate of soda for corn. I 
have used 200 pounds of your formula No. 1 
on my corn before and at the time of planting 
and expect to use 250 pounds more .the last of 
May on old worn upland. Formula No. 
calls for acid phosphate (1¢ per cent) 1,000 
pounds, cotton seed meal 1,218 pounds, muriate 
of potash (80 per cent) 82 pounds. Would like 
to know if I can use it as a top dressing, and 
when? 

I have some spring oats; would like to 
know how I must use it on them; they are 
drilled. Can I use it on cabbage by sprinkling 
on them? 

Answer: According to my experience, 
the whole of the formula No. !—that is, 
the 500 pounds—should have been ap-

Will seed corn grown in Virginia 
sult our climate here? I am anxious to grow 
all I can on this land and if these varieties 
grow as well here as they do in Virginia I 
am sure I can. I wili be very thankful for 
any information you will give me. Your let- 
tere to The Atlanta Constitution are a great 
help to me often. You have done more to 
help Georgia farmers than any other one 
man. and you are still doing it. 
Answer—The Eureka, or any other 
variety of Virginia-grown corn will do 
just as well in Georgia as in Virginia. 
1 would prefer the Virginia ensilage 
corn to the Eureka~ (Cocke's Prolific, 
uces a larger 
stalk than the latter. But I would 
lef’ plant any good Georgia or 
South Carolina variety, such as Shaw's 
improved or Henry. Grady, or Mari- 
horo. Northern farmers seem to prefer 
the Virginia ensilage variety, but ap- 
parently for no o6ther reason than tha 
fact that it is a southern type of cérn, 
producing larger stalks and more fo- 
liage than do the ordinary northern 
types of corn.

Answer—Your horse has an ordinary 
case of indigestion, very common. Give 
him a dose of I% to 2 pints of raw 
linseed oil. After the oi! has operated 
boil a teacup of linseed (flaxseed) to 4 
pulp in a gallon or two of water and 
while hot, pour !t over half pailful of 
bran and make a mash of ft. When 
cool, put into one of the powders pre- 
peured as follows: Powder and mix 
4 ounces each of saltpeter and copperas 
and divide into 24 powders. Give one 
powder daily as above described and 
continue for several weeks if necessary. 
Examine and see if the animal be 
lousy.

He got so he 
could not put his head down to drink water 
before this; seemed that his neck was sore or 
stiff. Now his knees have swelled up-in the 
joint, first the fore knee and then the hind 
one and ankle. He don’t eat much of anything. 
He gé@&s his breath hard through the nostril 
that is swelled. He don’t have any fever 
that I can tell. Some bumps on his body. 
He ts 12 years old and has always been 
healthy until last fall he got a littie lame or 
tender-footed and is that way yet. What alls 
him and what will cure him? 

Answer—-Your mule’s symptoms indi- 
cate that it has an attack of farcy- 
gianders, although I am not certain.

According to:the. usual procedure in 
such cases Thaw will sign the appl- 
cation for a writ of habeas corpus, 
whith will then be submitted to a jus- 
tice of the supréme court, probably 
Justice Morschauser. Such writs are 
always granted and the date when the 
writ is returnable is fixed to sult the 
convenience of the parties concerned. 
Then Thaw will appear before a jus- 
tice of the supreme court for a hear- 
ing to determine whether he should be 
released from the asylum as sane. 
Probably the hearing will be held be- 
fore Justice Morschauser at Pough- 
keepsie. 

This method of obtaining the release 
of a prisoner at the state asylum is 
vsuaily taken when the state luiacy 
commission is unwilling to declare that 
the prisoner is sane.
